Thosughcut Alberta there must\be 
a veritable maze of long forgotten 
trails, for whefever mai has. trod, 
there he leaves his marks, As we 
look at a map of this great province, 
we See upon it many roads and high- 
ways, most of them of no great age; 
most of the makers of these more re- 
cent trails are still in their prime, 
and a new road is*of little ‘moment 
save when it is under construction, 
and the demon ‘‘Detour” comes upon 
the scene to harrags the otherwise 
joyful motorist, 

But gone, or nearly gone, are the 
trails of yesterday—traile made. by 
the Indian as he made his way from 
one ‘plate to another in this ‘then 
mighty hunting ground. Trails made 
by the trapper and hunter of @ later 
date; followed by more trails, made 
by the searchers after gold, . and in 
due time.by the early settlers com- 
ing in, from the South and East, to 
raise’new homes upon the virgin 
prairie. Of these trails little’. now 
remains, time and drifting soil, new 
growth and grain fields have oblit- 
erated the last faint trace of many’ 
of these ‘‘Trails of Yesterday,’’” : 

On the Eastern end of Gull Lake, 
in front of the cottages of the village, 
the dim marks of an ancient trail can 
still "be noticed; if one léoks closely 
he will notice that the trees on eith- 
er side of chis one time trail are of 
greater growth, more aged and show- 
ing the signs of many battles with 
the elements; the storm winds from 
off the lake have left their marks up- 
on this avenue of trees. The old trail 
too; is overgrown with younger brush, 
but. still it can be seen, winding its 
way around the lake shore, less not- 


iceable year after. year,.and soon.the. 


steady march of time will have erased 
it also; "When but “a boy, some twen- 
ty years ago, I first, noticed the’ signs 
of this” ‘all-but-forgotten-trail, and 
Wyodah ek thet tue it wie:dadre in 
evidence I scarcely gave it . second 
thought. But as the years drift on, 
andthe sands of time began to dim 
its last faint trace, I have caught 
something of its’ Romance. I have 
wondered how the trail came to be 
there | Who used it at its inception? 
And, into what distant place it led? 
Old timers ‘n the-district have : en- 
lightened me , eomewhat. ‘“The 
Trail,” we have been told; ‘‘ was in 
existence over 100 years ago. It wav 
the H.B. trail to the old trading post, 
Rocky Mountain House and thousands 
of carts loaded with supplies for this 
company’s store passed over it. Then 
it was used by the pack teams and 
hunting parties enroute to the Med- 
icine Valley, and to the Rockies 
Previous to this it was but an Indian 
trail, used by, them on their wander- 
ings, and since then by early settlers 
of the district, or by the himbermen 
hauling lumber from the ‘‘Old Mill’’ 
up the lake. 

I like to sit beside this fastly fad: 
ing trail, end can imagine I can see 
the Indian hunter stalking buffalo 
and deer along the path, or building 
his camp on the lake shore. The 
hunter too, and prospector I can see, 
making their lonely way along the 
trail.’ Or again, I see the early ‘set- 
tler following this ‘‘Trail of Hope,’’ 
to their land of dreams, beyond the 
distant hills. I like to feel that I 
am at this late date, sharing hie bur- 
dens, and living some of the Romance 
of the ‘‘Pioneer.’’ 

Following the trail around ‘the 
Scuthern edge of the lake we come 
to ‘‘Walker’s Point,” and, if we look 
closely at the cut-bank on its very 
tip, we may notice a few decaying 
logs, that once were pant of a ‘‘Cab- 
in’’, built into the bank, Who made 
it we do not know, though old timers 
say it was old and unoccupied 
when they first came, some forty 
years. When I first visited this 
point, three wall and a part of the 
roof were to be seen, tumbling down, 
it is true, but still in evidence. Bach 
year sees more decay, and upon my 
last visit, nothing remained of what 
was once a home. save a few rotting 
logs and a pile of chipssand dirt. 

‘Who built this tiny cabin?’’ Was 
it some hunter as a shelter from the 
wintery blaste? Or some long. for- 
gotten prospector, or fugitive from 
justice? 

We wonder—and weave strango 
fantastic soriess What mental bat- 
ties were waged within its walle? 
What sorrows has it seem, And 


where are its builders? A needless 


question, for'they must shave long 
since gone to join the  ‘‘ shadow 
legions.’’ 

Did the builder witness the fall’ of 


the Meteorite—if such it is, a great 


stone that lies imbedded in the sand 


across the lake’* This stone in our 
young life has been all but covered 
by drifting sands.
